The Pays not 
only says that they are “ wholly inaccurate,” but adds, 
by way of moralising, we regret that so serious a 
paper as the /ndependance should lend its publicity to 
information of thie kind, the correctness of which is not 
Yess reprehensible than its singular indiscretion.”’ 

I have quoted textually, in its important part, the 
contradiction of the two semi-official prints, especially 
for the purpose of pointing out that, according to 
their own showing, a conversation such as that re- 
ferred to by the Belgian journal actually took place. 
They only deny the correctness of the “ details.” 
Now, as the Jndependance enjoys much greater 
credit for accurate information than the Patrie and 
Pays, their contradiction may be set down as a mere 
matter of course. It is for the purpose of publishing 
such denials that these semi-official hangers-on are kept. 
The only chance of convincing an incredulous public 
would be the publication in the Moniteur of a correct 
version of what passed between the Emperor and the 
noble earl. Until then the semi-official denials will be 
met with that contemptuous scepticism which, by their 
utter disregard of truth, they have so justly earned.
